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WRESTLING WITH
CUBAN RESOLUTIONS

T Debate in the Senale Continues with
Little Prospect of Being Bronght
to. Conclnsion Soon.

A SPEECH BY SENATOR CULLOM

Appeal to American People to Avenge
the Atroclous Marder of the
Maine's Men.

WasHixgroN, April 15. —
The prospects are now that
the debate in the senate will
not end today (Friday). There
will be a night session, per-
haps lasting long into the eve-
ning. An effort will be made
by the conservative senators
to secure an adjournment at
6 o'clock.

WasaISGTON, April 15,—At the sug-
gestion of Davis, the early morning busi-
nese of the senate was set aside and the
foreign relations committee’s Cnban res-
olutions were laid before the senate.
Cullom of 1llinois delivered a carefally
prepared speech, covering the general
Cuban question. He deciared the hour
for action by this 'country had come.
Spein’s black crimes, said he, called
aloud for vengeance, and that vengeance
will be taken by the American people in
the interest of humznity. Caullom re-
viewed the vircamstances of the Maine
disaster, and declared it was a “‘deliber-
ate and atrocious murder,”’

After making an extended argument
for immediate action, in the course of
which be paid the highest tribute to the
president, he concloded by saying that
if the people of this eountry do nothing
more than drive the Spanish barbarians
mnto the Caribbean sea, they shall earn
the praiese of every lover of {reedom and
huomanity the world over.

He spoke of the nearness of war, and
enid that to bring victory to the Ameri-
can arms it was absolately necessary to
give the president the aid sand comfort
neaded in this hoor of his greatest trial.
Then, with impassioned outbursts, he
pledged the Sonth'’s loyalty to the fiag.

Daniels was next recognized. His
fame as an orator is known, and there
wae & craning of necks to listen to the
distinganished Virginian.

““We stand upon the edgeof war,” he
began. “*This nation is one with sword
in hand, and if the word that now besi-
tates upon the lips be spoken and the
command “forward"’ given, upon eome
proud day the Stars and Stripes will be
waving over Morro castle and Cabanas

prison.”’

MecEinley Will Ocoupy Cuba Pesceably
if He Caa; Forcibly if He Muast.

New Yorx, April 15.—A World spe-
cial from Washington says:

The president’s present intention is to
give his act of war in' taking posseesion
of Caba a humanitarian aspect. He pro-
" poses to send merchant veseels loaded
with medicine, food and clothing for the
gtarving Cobans to Havanm and Matan-
zas, These veseels will be accompanied
by a fleet of 20 warships and by trans-
ports carrying regunlar United States
troops. They will land peaceably snd
take possessmion of the fortified towns,
unless 8paia forces battle on them.

Virginia volunteere in the event that
hostilities break out between this conn-
try and BSpain. This decision was
reached alter a conference with Secretary
Alger. The matter was first broached
by a friend of the president, who sog-
gested that it would bea good plan to
give Lee a command of some gortin
case of war., The president consalted
with several friends, who advised him
that it would be impossible to appoint
Lee to n command in the regular army.
The president, who is a staunch admirer
of Genernl Lee, was aonplossed. Fi-
naljy the announcement was made from
the war department that in the event of
volunteers being called for, the president
wounld appoint all officers of the rank of
colonel wud sbove, and officers under
that rank would be appointed from the
various siates from which the volanteers
were received.

When the call for volonteers is iesned,
Virginia, General Lee's state, will fur-
nish her quota, and the president will
designate General Lee as commander of
the forces from the Old Dominion. Ow-
ing to General Lee's great knowledge of
the topographical condition of Cuba, it
is more than likely that his command
will be given orders to at once proceed
to Cuba.

General Lee has nnnrmncud his will-
ingoess to retorn to Havana at the head

of an invading army, and doubtless he

will be sllowed to go upon the opening
of hostilitiee, A member of the senate
proposes to introdoce a epecial resoln-
tion, whereunder the president may ap-
point General Lee a major-general of

volunteere, .

THEUE FATRIOTISM EXHIBITED.

John Wanamaker Will Raise a Regl-
ment in Case of War.

Puivapecruia, April 15. — Ex-Post.
master-General Jobn Wanamaker has
sent this telegram to Washington :

*“To the Honorable, the Secretary of
War: Though opposed to war unless
bonorably unavoioable, in the event of
its coming I will, under your instruec-
tione, raise a regiment of Pennsylvanians
for military duty and go with them for
service. Joux Wasamaxes."

After sending his offer to the secretary
of war, Mr. Wanawaker posted in his
store two notices, one for the manager’s
office and the other for the timekeeper’s
desk, as follows:

“In order that onr men may bave easy
minds in considering and arranging
their affuirs in the event of being called
upon for military services, this notice is
posted 10 say:

First—That all the pomtions thus va-
cated will be re-opened to retarn when
the military service is over.

“*Second—That all salaries will eon-
tinoe in full in eoch absence for actusl
service, and to be paid to the anthorized
representative ol their respective fami-
liea.

“Third—An insarance to the amount
of $1000 will be paid by the firm in case
of each death while any of our people
are sactually engaged in military ser-
vice."

Mr. Wanamaker, in a speech st Ash—
born last night, eaid :

“*We know not to what we shall awake
with the morning light. Thick shadows
of impending strife of arms haye settled
down upon the sand, notwithstanding
the hope against hope that lawlal costs
of war in blood and treaenre might be
saved with justice to both countries and
with dignity and honer. The roll of
droms and the signal ormnmqm
ron is calling us to war. "Esch of ns
must coasider his relations Lo the nation
and adjust our affaira sccordingly.”

NO INTENTION TO ANNEX ISLAND

Stircing Speechea Close the Foor Da)’s
| Debate—Twenty-Five Senators
' Were Heard. ,

WasmixeTox, April 16.—The United
States senate has spoken. Ite voice is for
war—war until the saffrun flag of Spain
shall have been farled in the Western
hemisphere, and forled forever,

1Its voice, too, is for the independence
of the infant republic of the Gem of the
Antilles. “Free Coba snd the independ-
ence of the island republic’” wasthe
shibboletk of the senate throughout the
foor days of debate which came to an
end tonight.

While the verdict returned wasde-
cigive, it ig just wo eay thatit is not fival,
Notés of discord almost forebooding in
their tones were sounded. This fore-
boding was not due 1n any sense to
anxiety about the jesult of the impend-
ing cooflict. It was prampted by a fear
lest, if the action taken by the senate
stionld ultimately be accepted as final,
this government might become involved
in complications that in futore years
ebhould prove serious.

At 9:10 o’clock the Davie resolutions
—those reported from the committee on
foreign relutions, amended so as to in-
clude ine.recognition of the republic of
Cobs-—were passed by a voteof 67 to 21,
as a substitole for the resolution adopt-
ed by'tba house.

No less than twenty-five senators ad-
dreseed themeelves to the momentons
question under consideration during the
day, and it was not until the first vote—
that on the amendment of Turpie, pro-
viding for recognition of the igland re-
public—had been taken, that the senate
was orought face to face with the tre-
mendous importance ol ite action.

The seene in the chamber of many
historic debates wae ona of incomparable
solemnity and impressiveness.  The gal-
leries, which had been filled apparentiy
to their ntmosat capacity throughout the
day, were maeeed with brilliantly ot-
tired women and men disunguished in
all walks of public and private life. On
the floor was every member elected to
the senate save one, Wilthall, who was
again detained from his sest by serious
illoess.

Probably the most notable uueraocea
of the closing hoars of the debate were
made tonight. Hale, Gorman, Allison,
Aldrich, Jones of Arkansas, swd Hosar,
all deeply impreseed vy the maguitnde
and poesibly awfnl consequences of the
step about to be taken, addressed the
senate with an eloguence and solemnity
born only of the most profound feeling
for their country’s welfare. As the
words fell from their lips the chamber
thrilled with an intensity of intereet
which bordered npon awe.

The test vole, quite nstarally, was up-
on the amendment oflered by Turpie,
recognizing the indépendence of the Co-
ban republic. It prevailed by a majori-
ty of 14, the vole being 51 to 37,

Representatives Grosvenor and Ding-
ley were in conference with the presi-
dens tonight.

SPAIN WILL BE
THE SUFFERER

i England’s Prbposal to De-
clare Coal Contraband
of War Suits Us.

{ WE WILL NOT BE INCOSVENIENCED

\

Only Warships of the Asistic Fleet Will
Seffer— Efforta Making o Pursuade
Other Powers to Take Action Siml-
lar to That of England.

New York, April 18.—In directing ber
colonies toregard coal as contraband of
war in the event ‘of hostilities between
the United States and Spain, Great
Britain has taken setion, American of-
ficials say, in line with the wishes of the
president and naval officiale, eaye the
Washiogton correspondent of the Her-
ald.

Pressure will be exerted npon France,
Hayti and San Domingo to accomplish
the same result, and some attention is
being given by the state department to

! Sonth American countries, with a view
of securing a contraband eharacter of |

cosl, a8 well as an announced detern:i-
pation on their part not-to gell eitber to
Spanish or American men-of-war a snp~
nly of foel greater than necessary to en-
able the belligerent vessel 10 steam to
the next home port.

8o [ar as the Danish West Indies are
concerned, the anthoritiea have pur-
chased in their reports all the coal that
it is poseible to secunre. With coal a de-
clared contraband of war, "administra-
tion officials and naval experts eay it
will be impossible for Spanish vessels to
operate in the West Indies or the Pacific
end a8 a regult the chancesof soccess
fpr American arms wonid be immeasor-
ably enhanced.

Great Britain's declaration of the con-
traband character of coal will effect the
United States enly at one point in the
far East. The United States now has
at Hong Kong six veesels, the cruoisers
Baltimore, Olympia, Raleigh and Bos-
ton, and gunboate Concord and Petrel—
and these ships are awaiting the word
to rugh to Manila.

If the tortifications of the Philippines
gbounld stand off the American fleet for
any time, the operations of the vessels
would be greatly embarrassed, for by
England’s declaration, her colonists will
be only allowed to sell to either bellig-
erents a supply only sufficient to take
him to his home port.

Appreciating the position assnmed by
the British government, Commander
Dewey, acting nnder - instructions from
Secretary Long, has purchaged n large
quantity of coal and stored it on board
two coliiers, which will sccompany the
fleet to the Philippines. Extended op-
perations would necessitate a renewal of
the supply, and the central position of
Hawaii is pointed to by naval experts
who want it for a naval base. Hawail
is 4000 miles from the Philippines. Her
position in e femily of nations would
compell her to observe strict neutrality,
and not to Iavor one belligerent more
than another, but ber annexation, itis
pointed out, would result in placing sup-
plies for the Asiatic equadron 2000 miles
nearer the vessels than would be the
case if coal, munitions of war, ete., had
to be ehipped trom the United States.
It is also pointed ont that Hawsaii will
find 1t neceeary to ee)l coal to & Span-
ish vedsel at Honolulo snfficiest to take
it & portionof the way to tie next home
port, just as she would sell to an Amer-
ican ship.

In the event that coal is declared con-

traband by France, San Domingo and
Hagyti, sntborities eay it would be im
possible for Spain to secare coal in the
Weat Indies.
, SBtrong representations have been
made to the president by Secretary Long
to get him to instruct the secretary of
the treasury to decline to grant clear-
ancee to ships carryiog provisions and
coal to Spanish ports.

The Canary islande will be admitfedly
& Spanish base of operations, and it will
be the effort of this government to
blockade them and seiza vessels which!
may try to bring contraband from any
other rountsy to them.

President Creepo, ol Vepezuela, was
killed in & battle with Hernandez, the
leader of the rebel forceson last Fri-
day.

Joaquin Crespo frst came into prom=-

iinence In 1836, when lie acted as & sub-

etitute for Geveral Guzman Blanco. He
showed bravery and was faithinl. Im
1888 he merved part of a term as presi-
dent, He got up a revolntion a shork
time afterward, and had to flee. In 1883
he got up anocther revolution, ecaplored
the eapital, Caracas, and declared him-
geif dictator. At a subseguent election
he was selected for four years, beginning
February, 1894.

The recent spread of fire-eating
fietion nnd Jingo war worship—a sort
of thing that only interests the pusil-
lanimous—is due to tlic spread of meat
eating, Compare the Tipperary peasant
to the potatoes-and-buttermilkk doys
with the modern gentleman who gorges
himself with murdered cow. The Tip=
perary man never read bloody-minded
novels or cheered patriotic music hall
tableaus, but he fought recklessly and
wantonly. Your carniverous gentle-
man is afraid of everything—ineluding
doctors, dogs, disease, death end truth-
telling.
